The  Max  C.  Fleischmann  College 
of  Agriculture  offers  a  variety  of  ma- 
jors for  students  interested  in  ag- 
riculture economics,  animal  science, 
biochemistry,  range,  wildlife  and  for- 
estry and  veterinary  medicine.  Stu- 
dents also  have  the  opportunity  to 
enter  the  Agriculture  Education  and

constructed  a  cell  and  molecular  bi- 
ology lab.  This  is  where  the  genetic 
regulation  of  immune  responses,  an- 
imal and  plant  development  and  en- 
vironmental and  biological  stress  of 
plants  and  animals  is  taught  and 
learned. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  school  is 
to  ensure  the  social  and  economic 
prosperity  of  people,  the  develop- 
ment and  application  of  technology 
and  the  quality  of  the  environment. 
In  addition,  the  ways  to  protect,  use 
and  manage  the  natural  resources  is 
researched  and  taught,  which  is 
viewed  as  most  important  as  Nevada 
continues  to  experience  its  rapid 
growth.

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Created  in  1957,  the  University  of 
Nevada  College  of  business  Admin- 
istration now  has  three  departments 
(Accounting  and  Computer  Informa- 
tion Systems,  Economics  and  Man- 
agerial Sciences)  and  seven  majors 
(Accounting  and  Computer  Informa- 
tion Systems,  Accounting,  Econom- 
ics, Finance,  Logistics,  Management 
and  Marketing). 

The  Business  College  is  a  place 
where  students  are  asked  to  voice 
their  concerns,  and  a  place  where 
they  can  expect  to  see  results.  The 
average  student  at  the  college  is  25, 
and  is  working  to  put  themselves 
through  school.  It  was  these  people 
who  were  concerned  that  too  many 
classes  were  offered  in  the  mornings, 
instead  of  evenings  and  weekends. 


They  were  able  to  get  things 
changed,  and  now  one  half  of  the 
classes  offered  are  in  the  evenings  or 
on  the  weekends. 

Business  Dean,  Mike  Reed  tells  the 
students  and  faculty  alike,  that  his 
door  is  always  open,  "It  is  our  fac- 
ulty's commitment  to  the  students' 
success  that  makes  our  school  spe- 
cial." 

The  school  offers  full  time  career 
advisement  services,  complete  with 
access  to  internships  and  a  top  of  the 
line  Mentor  Program.  This  allows 
opportunities  for  the  students  to 
make  business  contacts  and  get  ex- 
perience in  their  field,  while  still  in 
school,  giving  them  a  leg-up  in  the 
tough  and  competitive  job  market.

The  College  of  Arts  and  Science  is 
the  largest  school  on  the  University 
campus.

The  department  rewards  approx- 
imately 400  bachelor  degrees  a  year 
and  the  trend  has  increased,  placing 
the  College  of  Education  second  in 
enrollment  on  campus. 

Dean  Meyers  gives  credit  to  ASUN 
Education  Senators  Steve  Horsford 
and  Victor  Sherbondy  for  encour- 
aging student  activity  within  the  de- 
partment. "They  are  really  top- 
notch  young  people  and  they  have 
done  a  lot  of  help,"  says  Meyers. 

Students   and   faculty   alike   can 


share  their  education  by  participat- 
ing in  specialized  centers  for  the 
community  in  the  department.  The 
Counseling  and  Psychology  Center 
functions  as  a  training  area  for  grad- 
uate counseling  students  and  offers 
assistance  to  outside  individuals.  The 
Learning  and  Resource  Center  pro- 
vides over  100,000  informational 
material  and  resource  in  instruction- 
al aide.  The  Learning  and  Literacy 
Center  is  a  regional  resource  center 
which  serves  approximately  250  chil- 
dren a  year  who  have  difficulties  in 
learning,  reading  and  writing. 

The  College  is  expecting  a  new 
facility  to  be  built  by  fall  of  1997, 
which  will  help  increase  the  excellent 
output  from  the  college.

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Established  in  1887  as  one  of  the 
three  original  colleges  on  the  Uni- 
versity campus,  the  College  of  En- 
gineering has  grown  to  receive  great 
notoriety  for  its  dedication  to 
teaching  state-of-the-art  methods 
for  solving  increasingly  difficult  en- 
gineering problems.  Assistant  Dean 
Walter  Johnson  said,  "Engineering  is 
a  very  focused,  and  at  the  same  time, 
a  very  difficult  discipline." 

The  college  is  broken  into  three 
different  departments  and  majors 
(Civil  Engineering,  Electrical  Engi- 
neering and  Mechanical  Engineering). 
In  the  first  two  years,  vast  amounts 
of  math  and  science  are  taught,  giv- 
ing students  data  to  draw  from  later. 
They  are  also  taught  different  prob- 


lem solving  techniques.  Eventually 
expected  to  apply  the  data  and  pro- 
cedures to  solve  engineering  puzzles 
the  students  are  confronted  with. 

In  any  field,  money  is  the  only  way 
to  stay  on  top  of  the  technological 
advances  and  at  the  University  of 
Nevada,  engineering  instructors  are 
granted  close  to  $100,000  a  piece 
per  year  for  reseach.  This  along  with 
the  small  class  sizes  and  administra- 
tive support  allows  students  of  the 
College  of  Engineering  to  be  pre- 
pared to  meet  the  technical  and  eth- 
ical demands  of  the  profession,  and 
become  the  most  informed  and  well 
educated  engineers  they  can.

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The  College  of  Human  and  Com- 
munity Sciences  is  about  helping 
people  and  feeling  good  about  doing 
it.  The  school  was  established  in 
1989,  by  pulling  together  existing 
programs  that  were  not  receiving 
the  recognition  they  deserved. 

Within  the  College  there  are  ten 
majors  offered  in  the  areas  of  Nurs- 
ing, Nutrition,  Human  and  Family 
Development,  Recreation,  Physical 
Education  and  Dance,  Social  Work 
and  Human  Ecology.  "There  is  a  45 
hour  community  service  require- 
ment for  graduation,  but  most  of 
our  students  put  in  200  or  225 
hours.  It  verifies  how  much  these 
students  love  what  they  do,"  said 


Dean  Jean  Perry.  It  confirms  that 
their  choice  of  what  to  study  is  not 
about  monetary  satisfaction,  but  in- 
stead is  about  personal  fulfillment. 

Connected  to  the  School,  is  the 
Child  and  Family  Research  Center, 
the  first  accredited  child  care  center 
in  the  state  of  Nevada.  It  is  on  cam- 
pus and  staffed  by  degree  holding 
professionals  and  interns  from  the 
College  of  human  and  Community 
Sciences.  The  service  is  available  at 
reduced  child  care  rates  to  all  Uni- 
versity students  and  faculty  with 
children  between  infancy  and  five 
years  of  age.

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Acceptance  to  any  medical  school 
is  difficult,  the  qualifications  may 
even  seem  laborious  or  time- 
consuming  possibly  even  unfair  to 
different  groups  of  people,  and  the 
university  of  Nevada  is  no  different. 

In  the  Fall  of  1993,  only  52  fresh- 
man applicants  were  accepted  of  the 
998  that  applied  to  the  school.  The 
staff  feels  it  is  imperative  that  they 
have  intensely  high  standards,  be- 
cause in  the  end  it  is  a  matter  of  life 
and  death.  The  school  is  responsible 
for  tuning  out  the  best  and  most 
prepared  doctors  possible. 

What  was  originally  a  two  year 
basic  sciences  program  (with  32  stu- 
dents per  class)  became  a  four  year 
degree  granting  medical  school  in 
1977.  The  first  class  of  full  fledged 
doctors  graduated  in  1980.  Now 
there  are  three  departments  and  ma- 
jors at  the  School  of  Medicine;  Bio- 
chemistry, Clinical   Laboratory  Sci- 
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ence  and  Speech  Pathology  and 
Audiology.  There  are  7  buildings  in- 
cluding a  Family  Care  Unit  that 
house  the  200  soon  to  be  practicing 
doctors. 

With  4.6  million  dollars  in  re- 
search funding  from  federal  and  pri- 
vate sources,  the  school  is  able  to 
turn  out  professionals  on  the  cutting 
edge  of  technology. 

Through  the  professionally  staffed 
Family  Care  Unit,  the  University 
takes  care  of  many  Medicare  and 
Medicaid  patients  at  lower  costs 
then  private  practice  physicians  are 
able  to,  because  of  the  University's 
reduced  overhead. 

The  medical  profession  is  about 
helping  others  and  the  University  of 
Nevada  School  of  Medicine  is  suc- 
ceeding in  doing  this  as  they  train 
doctors  of  the  future.

In  1922,  Miss  Laura  Ambler  taught 
the  first  journalism  class  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Nevada,  and  the  School  of 
Journalism  hasn't  looked  back  since. 

It  all  started  in  a  small  building 
now  known  as  the  Jones  Visitor 
Center.  It  moved  to  the  ground 
floor  of  the  Mack  Social  Science 
building  in  1967  and  last  Spring  the 
school  moved  into  a  brand  new, 
state  of  the  art  Journalism  building. 
This  building  offers  the  students 
brand  new  equipment  and  a  better 
facility  in  which  to  learn  the  ever 
changing  field  of  journalism. 

There  are  four  areas  to  major  in 
within  the  school:  Print,  Broadcast- 
ing, Advertising  and  Public  Relations. 

The  objective  of  the  School  of 
Journalism  is  to  help  students  acquire 


the  combination  of  general  educa- 
tion and  journalistic  skill  that  will 
enable  them  to  pursue  inquiry  in- 
telligently, treat  issues  fairly  and 
communicate  facts  clearly. 

The  school  is  going  to  introduce  a 
new  media  ethics  course  that  will  be 
required  by  all  undergraduate  stu- 
dents for  graduation.  The  school  will 
also  be  changing  technologically  as 
well.  A  computer  network  is  planned 
with  middle  and  high  schools  across 
Nevada.  Soon,  students  will  be  in- 
volved with  digital  editing  of  pho- 
tographs, with  an  eye  to  digital  pho- 
tography; digital  editing  for 
broadcast;  satellite  delivery  and  re- 
ception information;  teleconferenc- 
ing and  other  computer  applications.

Part  of  the  school's  recognition  is 
due  to  the  Nevada  Bureau  of  Mines 
and  Geology  and  the  State  Seismo- 
logical  Laboratory  where  the  school 
performs  analysis  and  data  collec- 
tion. 

With  high-tech  labs,  graduate  and 
undergraduate  students  working  to- 
gether with  their  professors  or  re- 
searchers on  projects  which  are  sub- 
mitted by  mining  corporations. 

Reasearch  has  been  an  on-going 
function  in  the  department  which 
attracts  researchers  from  all  over  the 
country.  Currently  grant-aided  re- 
searchers are  conducting  cyanide 
analysis  for  RayRock  Mines,  Inc. 
from  Winnemucca,  Nevada.  Funding 
for  research  projects  are  provided  by 
corporations,  state,  and  through  pri- 
vate grants  to  the  school.

Our  stereotypes  are  challenged,  our  prejudices 

exposed,  and  ultimately  we  may  come  to  appreciate  one 

another  as  merely  fellow  human  beings  eagerly  pursuing  our 

futures. 

We  ask  questions  of  one  another,  striving  to  understand  the 

world  around  us  and  the  people  in  it,  for  here  we  learn  what  is 

perhaps  life's  greatest  lesson:  acceptance.  Acceptance  for  who 

we  are,  where  we  come  from,  and  what  we  believe. 

And  fortunately,  our  own  individual  revelations  continually 

enrich  our  community  as  we  process  classroom  lectures, 

encounter  someone's  grief  over  personal  tragedy,  talk,  laugh, 

share  and  grow.

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Nye  Hall  houses  up  to  540  students 
that  attend  both  UNR  and  Truckee 
Meadows  Community  College,  making 
it  the  largest  residence  hall  on  campus. 
Resident  Director  Jay  Childs  says  that 
Nye  Hall  is  very  good  for  new  students 
due  to  the  close  community  that  each 
floor  provides. 

Nye  Hall  has  eight  floors,  each  which 
is  divided  into  two  wings.  With  the 
exception  of  the  third  floor,  the  floors 
are  broken  into  co-ed  by  wing.  Each 
floor  also  has  it's  own  TV  lounge,  with 
the  exception  of  the  first  floor  which 
shares  with  the  second  floor.  Childs 
says  that  it's  this  arrangement  that 
makes  Nye  comforting  for  students  to 
get  involved. 

One  of  the  best  ways  for  students  to 
get  involved  with  activities  is  through 
the  programming  board  and  RHA 
(Residence  Hall  Association).  Some 
events  Nye  Hall  offered  this  year  was  a 
Disco   Dance  and   Party,  a  ice  cream 


social,  a  jazz  night,  a  one  on  one  with 
former  District  Court  Judge  and  pro- 
boxing  refree,  Mills  Lane  and  Nevada 
Governor  Bob  Miller,  as  well  as  the 
imfamous  Duck  Day. 

This  year,  Nye  Hall  competed 
strongly  in  Homecoming  and  captured 
the  second  place  trophy.  Residents  are 
also  involved  in  numerous  intramural 
sports,  with  the  Penthouse  Posse  mak- 
ing it  to  the  championship  in  football. 

Nye  Hall  also  has  a  resident  assistant 
staff  of  16  that  are  helpful  to  all  stu- 
dents. Tony  Moore,  a  RA  from  the 
third  floor,  says  Nye  is  a  good  place  to 
live  because  you  can  gain  more  respon- 
sibility and  gain  close  friendships  with 
the  people  on  your  floor. 

Tranfer  student,  Andrea  Hicks 
agrees,  saying  that  Nye  is  a  great  place 
to  live  because  you  become  very  close 
with  the  ones  around  you.

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MANZANITA  HALL 


Manzanita  Hall  was  constructed  in 
1895,  making  it  one  the  University  of 
Nevada's  oldest  buildings.  It  is  also  the 
only  all  female  residence  hall  on  cam- 
pus. Some  of  it's  unique  features  are  it's 
exceptionally  high  ceilings  and  ex- 
tremely large  rooms,  and  it  is  very  dif- 
ficult to  find  two  rooms  alike.  It  was 
designed  and  planned  with  Lincoln  Hall, 
also  constructed  in  1895.  Manzanita 
Hall  underwent  renovation  a  few  years 
ago,  but  still  maintains  it's  Victorian 
style  and  history  that  keeps  residents 
wanting  to  return. 

Manzanita  Hall  houses  about  90 
women  on  three  floors.  Each  floor  has 
its  own  lounge,  bathroom  and  shower 
area.  The  first  floor  also  has  a  main 
lounge  which  has  old  fashion  furniture 
and  a  grand  piano  in  it.  There  is  also  a 
lounge  that  it  shares  with  Juniper  Hall, 
which  usually  becomes  the  social  area, 


while  the  other  lounges  tend  to  be  used 
more  for  studying. 

Some  activities  that  have  taken  place 
at  the  hall  are  an  ice  cream  social  and  a 
cultural  party,  in  which  different  ethic 
groups  came  in  a  gave  a  little  senerio  of 
their  heritage.  Programming  board  and 
the  resident  assistants  also  put  on  many 
educational  programs  to  help  give  res- 
idents a  better  overall  experience  of 
college  and  what  it  has  to  offer.  In  the 
past,  they  have  had  "Manzanita  Mem- 
ories", a  program  in  which  residents 
from  20  to  30  years  ago  come  back  to 
tell  current  residence  what  the  hall  was 
like  back  then.  Manzanita,  along  with 
Juniper  and  White  Pine  Hall,  partic- 
ipated in  Homecoming.  And  although 
they  didn't  place  top  three,  they  had  a 
lot  of  fun.

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JUNIPER  HALL 


Juniper  Hall  was  constructed  in  1 964, 
and  attached  to  Manzanita  Hall,  cre- 
ating a  co-ed  setting,  however  each  sex 
still  had  it's  own  building.  Because  of 
the  small  rooms,  last  year  the  Office  of 
Residential  Life  and  Housing  began  to 
offer  Juniper  rooms  a  super  singles  for  a 
small  additional  charge.  It  was  an  idea 
that  took,  and  now,  Juniper  hall  is  made 
up  of  entirly  super  singles. 

Juniper  Hall  and  Manzanita  Hall  share

When  I  asked  these  two  if  I  could  take  a  picture,  they  asked 
me  if  they  should  leave.  What's  up  with  that? 
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Canada  Hall  is  the  University  of  Ne- 
vada's newest  residence  hall.  It  was 
opened  to  students  in  the  fall  of  1993, 
and  it  was  well  received.  Resident  As- 
sistant Sherri  Helvie  says  that  the  in- 
dividual apartment  style  of  Canada  Hall 
is  what  makes  it  unique  to  all  other 
halls. 

The  hall  is  designated  for  non-first 
year  students.  Each  suite  consists  of 
three  bedrooms,  a  kitchen,  complete 
with  a  full  size  refrigerator,  stove  and 
microwave  oven,  and  two  full  size 
bathrooms.  Each  room  also  has  indi- 
vidual air  conditioning  and  heating 
units,  and  each  suite  is  cable  ready.  In 
the  near  future,  each  room  will  be 
equiped  with  internet  for  computers. 
Each  suite  will  also  be  supplied  with  it's 
own  individual  PC  computers. 

The  building  of  Canada  Hall  was 
made  possible  because  of  a  joint  union 
between  the  University  and  mining  in- 
terests in  the  area,  especially  from  Can- 


ada (hence  the  name  Canada  Hall). 

Canada  Hall  broke  the  tradition  of 
residence  hall  names  as  well.  Tradition- 
ally, all  male  halls  (Nye,  White  Pine  and 
Lincoln)  were  named  after  Nevada 
counties,  and  women's  halls 
(Manzanita,  Juniper  and  at  one  time 
Artemesia)  were  named  after  flowers. 
However,  due  to  a  last  minute  grant 
from  the  Canadian  Government,  which 
allowed  the  project  to  take  place,  the 
build  was  called  Canada. 

Canada  Hall  houses  about  225  stu- 
dents plus  5  resident  assistants.  The 
building  also  offers  a  big  screen  TV  and 
a  recycling  bin. 

Programs  that  took  place  at  Canada 
Hall  this  year  were  an  ice  cream  social, 
a  Mt.  Rose  Hike,  a  trip  to  Lake  Tahoe, 
Aids  awareness  and  prevention,  sexual 
assault  facts  and  prevention  and  Hot 
Sex  with  the  RA's  (this  one  you  just 
have  to  see).

Massachusetts   Agricultural   College 

—  now  the  University  of  Massachusetts 

—  was  the  setting  for  the  founding  of 
Phi  Sigma  Kappa.  On  March  15,  1873, 
our  six  founders  held  their  first  meet- 
ing, giving  birth  to  a  society  dedicated 
to  the  promotion  of  brotherhood,  the 
stimulation  of  scholarship,  and  the  de- 
velopment of  character  among  its 
members.  As  time  passed,  Phi  Sigma 
Kappa  continued  to  grow  and,  in  1917, 
the  Eta  Deuteron  Chapter  was  granted 
its  charter  at  the  University  of  Nevada. 
The  fraternity  thrived  on  this  campus 
for  the  next  70  years  until,  in  1987,  it 
was  faced  with  difficult  unfortunate 
circumstances  which  eventually  led  to 
the  closing  of  its  doors.  For  six  years, 
the  members  of  Phi  Sig  pride  glowed 
softly  on  the  Nevada  campus,  but  they 
were  never  fully  extinguished. 


During  the  spring  of  1993,  Phi  Sig 
International  Headquarters  sent  two 
representatives  to  Nevada,  hoping  to 
find  men  capable  of  and  willing  to  face 
the  challenge  of  recolonization.  They 
found  eight  such  men,  who  in  turn 
found  over  twenty  more. 

Today,  the  men  of  Phi  Sigma  Kappa 
are  once  again  proud  to  assume  an  ac- 
tive and  positive  role  on  the  University 
campus  and  within  the  surrounding 
communities.  It  is  their  supreme  hope 
that  they  can,  through  their  character, 
conduct,  and  leadership,  help  the  Uni- 
versity and  its  student  leaders  to  de- 
velop and  enrich  the  lives  of  all  present 
and  future  Nevada  students.

FOOTBALL 


The  season  ended  on  a  sour  note  for  the 
Wolfpack  football  team.  For  the  first  time 
since  1989  the  Pack  did  not  get  to  take 
home  a  conference  title.  Nevada  finished  7- 
4  overall  and  tied  for  second  place  in  the 
Big  West  conference  with  a  4-2  record. 

The  offense  was  led  by  the  1-2  team  of 
quarterback  Chris  Vargas  and  wide  receiver 
Brian  Reeves.  Both  of  these  seniors  took 
home  a  pocketful  of  records. 

Vargas  led  the  nation  in  total  offense, 
producing  4,332  yards,  running  for  67  and 
one  TD  and  passing  for  a  whopping  4,265 
yards  with  34  endzone  tags. 

Reeves  hauled  in  91  catches,  17  for 
touchdowns  and  1,362  receiving  yards.  He 
made  first  place  on  six  different  all-time 
records,  including  career  receptions  and  re- 
ceiving yards-gained  in  one  season. 

Senior  linebacker  Steve  Bryant  made  47 
tackles  and  assisted  in  55.  Martin  Wash- 
ington, a  junior  defensive  end,  led  the  Pack 
with  eight  sacks  for  55  yards. 

The  Wolfpack  started  off  the  season  see- 
ing red,  as  thousands  of  Wisconsin  fans 
badgered  the  Wolfpack  in  Madison,  and 
Nevada  took  home  a  35-17  loss  to  the 
northern  powerhouse.  However,  the  Pack 
was  not  discouraged  by  the  drubbing.  The 


Pack  got  back  on  track,  winning  seven  of 
the  next  nine  games. 

They  rolled  over  Boise  State  (38-10)  and 
Texas  Southern  (63- 1 2).  The  loss  to  North- 
ern Illinois  in  the  fourth  game  of  the  season 
was  close  (46-42),  and  the  next  week  our 
southern  neighbors  at  UNLV  felt  the  bite 
with  a  49-14  loss  to  the  Pack. 

Big  West  powerhouse  Utah  State  lost  to 
the  Wolfpack  in  Logan  (48-44).  Unfortu- 
nately, a  week  later,  an  upset  win  by  We- 
ber State  (47-30)  marred  homecoming 
week. 

The  Pack  won  nail-biters  over  Pacific 
(3  I  -23)  and  San  Jose  State  (46-45),  and  beat 
up  Big  West  rival  New  Mexico  State  (34- 
24)  in  non-conference  game. 

Heading  into  the  final  game  of  the  season 
the  Pack  was  hoping  to  beat  perennial  Big 
West  underdog  Arkansas  State  and  get  a 
piece  of  the  Big  West  championship.  Some- 
times the  underdog  wins  though,  and  the 
Indians  scored  on  the  last  play  of  the  game, 
beating  Nevada  (23-21). 

The  Pack  may  have  had  to  sit  home  this 
year,  but  look  out  next  year  Big  West.  The 
Pack  will  be  back.

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BASKETBALL 


The  Nevada  Men's  Basketball  team,  led 
by  new  coach  Pat  Foster,  is  hoping  to  make 
Big  West  opponents  cringe  in  fear  at  the 
howl  of  the  wolf. 

Coach  Foster  came  to  Reno  after  a  suc- 
cessful stint  at  Houston,  leading  the 
Cougers  to  post-season  tournaments  12 
out  of  the  past  I  3  years.  Coach  Foster  is 
working  his  winning  ways  on  the 
Wolfpack.  At  the  time  of  printing  the  Pack 
was  9- 1 0  with  a  5-6  record  in  the  Big  West. 

The  Pack  started  off  slow,  losing  to  Rice 
(84-74),  Baylor  (97-89),  North  Texas  (76- 
53)  and  Kansas  State  (78-52).  Four  wins 
against  Fresno  State  (79-71),  Santa  Clara 
(71-65),  Colorado  (78-68)  and  Stanislaus 
State  (95-90)  sent  the  Pack  into  the  New 
Year  with  a  4-4  record. 

The  celebration  didn't  last  long,  how- 
ever, as  San  Jose  State  beat  nevada  in  over- 
time (82-78)  in  the  first  game  of  1994.  A 
win  over  Pacific  (83-78)  in  overtime  helped 
the  Pack's  record,  but  two  more  losses  to 
Santa  Barbara  (69-58)  and  Long  Beach  State 
(78-66),  put  the  Wolfpack  in  the  cellar 
again. 


The  Pack  rolled  over  UC  Irvine  (98-85), 
but  stalled  for  three  more  games  as  Ca- 
lifornia State  Fullerton,  UNLV  and  New 
Mexico  State  each  beat  Nevada  by  four 
points  (74-70,  97-93,  74-70).  In  January's 
last  game,  Utah  State  fell  to  the  Pack  65-55. 

The  Pack  started  February  against  na- 
tionally ranked  New  Mexico  State.  New 
Mexico  had  won  their  past  13  games,  in- 
cluding a  January  win  over  Nevada.  The 
23rd  ranked  Aggies  planned  to  add  an  easy 
"W"  to  their  record,  but  instead  left  Reno 
with  a  big  "L".  The  Pack  snapped  the  win 
streak  with  a  77-68  victory. 

February's  second  game  was  against  arch- 
rival UNLV.  The  Rebels  had  beaten  the  Pack 
in  all  the  games  since  1984  and  had  already 
won  the  first  match-up  against  Reno  in  the 
93-94  season,  the  fired-up  Wolfpack  beat 
the  Rebels  by  five  (93-88)  in  front  of  a 
Lawlor  crowd  of  I  1,105. 

At  press  time,  the  Wolfpack  had  7  games 
remaining,  all  against  Big  West  teams.

VOLLEYBALL 


The  Women's  Volleyball  team  had  a  see- 
saw year,  but  improved  on  last  year's  rec- 
ord, posting  15  wins  and  14  losses,  with  a 
perfect  7-0  record  in  tournament  play. 
However,  the  Big  West  competition  was 
tough  and  they  finished  only  5-12  in  their 
second  Big  West  season. 

Senior  Jennifer  White  led  the  team  from 
her  right  side  position,  posting  340  kills  on 
829  attempts  (25%),  (4th  on  the  all-time 
Nevada  list)  and  tied  junior  Kelly  Martin 
with  316  digs  (7th  in  the  record  book). 
Elizabeth  Locke,  a  freshman  middle  hitter, 
led  the  defense  with  2  I  single  blocks  and  72 
assisted  blocks. 

The  ladies  started  off  the  season  with 
seven  straight  wins.  They  swept  the  Nevada 
Invitational  tournament  beating  Sam  Hous- 
ton State  (3- 1 ),  Marquette  (3-0),  University 
of  San  Francisco  (3-0)  and  University  of 
Mississippi  (3-0)  on  Sept.  3-4.  A  week  later 
at  the  Missouri  Tournament  they  beat  the 
hometown  University  of  Missouri  (3-2), 
Eastern  Kentucky  (3-0)  and  Eastern  Illinois 
(3-1). 

At  the  start  of  conference  competition 


the  women  had  trouble.  Long  Beach  State 
and  Irvine  both  swept  the  Pack  (3-0).  The 
ladies  lost  a  close,  non-conference  match  to 
Sacramento  State  (3-2)  before  hosting  a 
loss  to  UC  Santa  Barbara  (3-0).  The  Pack 
traded  a  win  over  Cal  State  Fullerton  (3-0) 
with  a  loss  to  Pacific  (3-0)  at  the  end  of 
September. 

An  away  game  at  Chaminade  yielded  a  3- 
I  win,  but  two  conference  losses  against 
Hawaii  were  to  follow  (3-0,  3-0).  New 
Mexico  State  fell  to  the  Pack  (3-0)  but  lost 
on  the  next  night  to  San  Jose  State  (3-0).  A 
second  season  win  over  Cal  State  Fullerton 
(3-0)  was  followed  by  three  losses;  to  UC 
Santa  Barbara  (3-0),  Pacific  (3-0)  and  Sac- 
ramento State  (3-1 ). 

The  Pack  finished  October  with  a  win  at 
Cal  Poly  SLO  (3-0).  November  saw  three 
more  wins,  two  over  Utah  State  (3-0,  3-2) 
and  on  over  St.  Mary's  (3-1).  Those  turned 
out  to  be  the  last  wins  of  the  season,  as  the 
Pack  lost  3-0,  3-2,  3-0  against  New  Mexico 
State,  UC  Irvine  and  Long  Beach  State  re- 
spectively.

The  Wolf  Pack  Swim  Team  rolled  up  a 
12-3  record  against  some  heavy  compe- 
tition. 

The  only  losses  in  the  season  were  to 
University  of  California-Berkeley  on  Oct. 
23,  University  of  California-Santa  Barbara 
on  Nov.  12  and  UNLV  on  Feb.  5.  Heading 
into  the  Big  West  Championships,  Feb.  27 
to  Mar.  I,  the  Pack  is  maintaining  a  strong 
3rd  place  in  the  conference. 

Coach  Mike  Anderson  said  that  the  ladies 
are  not  intimidated  by  the  stepped-up 
competition  level  in  the  Big  West,  "It  was 
time  to  make  the  move."

The  team's  other  1992  Olym- 
pian, freshman  May  Ooi,  originally  from 
Singapore,  snapped  the  school's  record  in 
the  200-yard  butterfly  with  2:06.64. 

The  team  was  lead  by  senior  co-captains, 
Bonnie  Fryer,  Colette  Skaggs  and  Laurel 
Hockel. 

The  Pack  has  managed  all  this  success 
with  the  added  difficulty  of  having  no  di- 
vers on  the  team  until  the  match  against 
UNLV.  Every  time  the  team  took  the  pool, 
they  automatically  lost  points  to  their  op- 
ponents who  had  divers  in  the  competition. 
Sophomore  Alicia  Andrus,  a  former  swim- 
mer walked  on  the  team  to  compete  as  a 
diver  and  Coach  Anderson  expects  he  to  be 
in  competitive  form  soon.  Aaron  Fetty,  a 
Junior  and  a  collegiate  diving  All-American, 
will  be  helping  Coach  Anderson  train  the 
divers  and  recruit  the  first  divers  for  the 
team  since  1984.
